It now se>.;n3 like ages ago when I wrote the enclosed letter. Hot long ,ftor it 
got ohuffflod into the awful stack on my desk I had prostate surgery. It was followed 
by still another tlirombosis (how many I've survived!) which left me more limited and 
until now I d entirely forgotten that I'd written this letter. I'm now engaged in 
cleaning up my desk and small office so that I can find room for the papers I will 
need in defending myself before the apjieals court. As I indicate I expected in this 
letter, the fink judge flailed his rubber stamp and ignored all the ovidenco that 
remains entirely und&ppted. They don't even deny that they got this judgement 
against me in their campaign against FOIA by fraud, perjury and misrepresentation. 
What a crowd! 


As so often happens when I rush and try to inform in detail, I went into too 
much and made it seem more complicated than it i3. I'll try to simplify. 

Leo Harvey Oswald, the supposed rod, is actually a Marine so highly Axunitate 
trusted that lie liad top secret and crypto clearances. He hud no overseas assignments . 
as a ^arlne that were not connected with CIA operations. Ho pretends to defect to 
the USSH, after getting aJiasty discharges about six weeks before it was due, and is 
Suspected by the KGB of being tin American sleeper agent. The man in charge of those 
KGB records defects to the US, wher initially the CIA made up a aeries of phony reasons 
not to trust him. But he was trusted by the CIA in Washington until it got copies of 
the PBI'3 Hosenko interviews in which Kosenko reported tliat the KGB suspected O^ald 
and that ^ Iciow Oswald was anti— i 'ovt.et. Tlien Hosonko is hidden and greatly abused 
by the CIA.

I sen, the pleadings oi. both sides to about 50 , including some pretty raunchy FBI 
records novor published, and there wasn't a single interest, I don't think it ,.ould 
make any difference if I could get to Washington. What u commentary on us and our press. 
And government.
